U.S. bishops’ leader 
scores death penalty 


WASHINGTON (NC)—‘‘More destruction of human life is 
not what America needs in 1977,’’ the president of the 


- National Conference of Catholic Bishops (NCCB) said in a 


statement on capital punishment issued here. 


“I do not challenge society’s right to punish the capital 
offender,’’ said Archbishop Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati, 
“but I would ask all to examine the question of whether there 
are other and better approaches to protecting our people from 
violent crimes than resorting to executions.”’ 


“J HOPE OUR leaders will seek methods of dealing with 
crime that are more consistent with the vision of respect for 
life and the gospel message of God’s healing love,”’ he said. 


_ Archbishop Bernardin noted that ‘‘in 1974, the United 
States Catholic Conference (the bishops’ civil agency) 
declared its opposition to capital punishment. 


“‘The Catholic bishops of the United States,’’ Archbishop 
Bernardin said, ‘“‘have- manifested deep commitment to the 
intrinsic value and sacredness of human life. This has led to 
our strong efforts on behalf of the unborn, the old, the sick 
and victims of injustice, as well as efforts to enhance respect 
for human rights. — 

“While there are significant differences in these issues, all 
of them touch directly upon the value of human life which our 
faith teaches us is never beyond redemption.”’ 


A SPOKESMAN for the bishops’ conference said 
Archbishop Bernardin’s statement on capital punishment was 
originally scheduled for release Jan. 26, but was delayed so it 


‘would not be buried in the publicity over the Vatican’s — 


declaration prohibiting the ordination of women the same 
The spokesman said the statement was written beiore 
Archbishop Francis Furey of San Antonio charged that the 
bishops had not opposed capital punishment. Archbishop 
Furey made his comments in a column in his archdiocesan 
newspaper supporting capital punishment. 

(Archbishop Furey argued that ‘“‘people who commit 
heinous crimes...should be made to pay with their most 
precious possession—their life.’’. 


ARCHBISHOP FUREY went even further, claiming it is 
“just a plain lie’ to say that the hierarchy is opposed to 
capital punishment. He wrote that the bishops defeated an 
anti-death penalty resolution by a 119-103 vote at their 
general meeting on Nov. 19, 1974. : 

But his column did not mention a second vote taken the 
same week. The bishops approved a one-sentence statement 
opposing the death penalty by a 108-63 vote.)

New senators join pro-life fight 

WASHINGTON—Four newly-elected sen- 
ators have joined nine others to cosponsor a 
proposed constitutional amendment that 
would prohibit all abortions except those 
necessary to save the life of the mother. The 
new senators are Republicans John Danforth 
of Missouri, Orrin Hatch of Utah and 
Richard Lugar of Indiana and Democrat 
Edward Zorinsky of Nebraska. 


Decline in priests puzzling 

LONDON—There has been a sharp drop 
in the number of diocesan priests in England 
and Wales, according to the 1977 Catholic 
Directory. The figures show that 137 
diocesan priests have left the ministry in the 
last year, compared to an annual average of 
30 in recent years. Officials do not know if 
there has been some mistake, not yet 
spotted, or if a number of dioceses 
simultaneously decided to remove from their 
lists priests who have left the active ministry 
in recent years but were still included in 
statistics. 


Pastoral role for nuns sought 


MUNDELEIN, Ill.—Chicago’s priests’ 
senate has asked the archdiocese to help — 
expand the role of Sisters in pastoral — 
ministry. The motion passed without 
opposition following a discussion emphasiz- 
ing that a greater role for nuns in parish 
work should not jeopardize their traditional © 
role as teachers and hospital workers. 


Communists pressure bishop . 

_ BRATISLAVA, Czechoslovakia — Jesuit © 
Bishop Jan Korec, employed as a common 
laborer here, is facing renewed pressure 
from the communist government to leave the 
country or take up his ministry in an isolated 
village, according to news reports. But the 
bishop, secretly ordained a bishop in 1951 at 
age 27, refuses to give in unless other priests 
are allowed to return to their ministry. 


Catholics ‘must save’ schools 

GREEN BAY, Wis.—Catholic schools are 
probably the best investment the Church has 
made for its future, William McCready, of 
Chicago’s National Opinion Research Cen- 
ter, said heres He argued that losing the 
investment on the grounds of a lack of 
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money would be foolish. He contended that 
research showed that Catholics are not 
giving, proportionately, as much money as 
they could to support Catholic schools.

Transfiguration, about 12 feet high and eight 
feet wide, went on display Jan. 20 after four 
years of restoration in the laboratories of the 
Vatican Museum. 


Tax break plan challenged 
TRENTON, N.J.—Thirteen organizations. 
and 41 New Jersey residents have 
challenged the constitutionality of a new 
state law providing tax deductions for 
parents of students in nonpublic. schools. 
The suit challenges a law which became 


effective last July and provides a $1,000 ~ 


deduction from gross income for each 
dependent child attending a private school. 


S. African schools integrate 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa—Several 
Catholic schools in this country and in 
Namibia have openly - defied apartheid 
policies by admitting black, Indian and 
mixed-race pupils- to previously all-white 
classes. Government officials have threat- 
ened to close down any integrated schools, 
according to Reuter’s news agency, but the 
South African Bishops’ Conference has said 
that integration will gontinue despite 
threats. 


Judge finds Teamsters guilty 

DELANO, Calif. — Administrative law 
judge David Nevins has found the Teamsters 
Union guilty of more than 20 major violations 
of the state’s. farm labor law. In an 


unprecedented move the judge ordered the _

Constitution convention asked 

TRENTEON, N.J.—The New Jersey State 
Senate passed a bill calling on the U.S. 
Congress to convene a constitutional 
convention aimed at banning abortion on 
demand. The bill has been sent to the state 
general assembly where quick passage is 
expected because of upcoming political 
campaigns. Two-thirds, or 34, of the states 
must approve the proposal before Congress _ 
can be called on to elect delegates to such a 
convention.

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Christ the King parish Mass 
‘awes' black Bishop Francis

To climax a week when ‘‘Roots’’ took 
slavery out of its historical distance and 
placed it in all its violence into every home 
through TV, they welcomed the first black 


bishop ever to celebrate Mass at Christ the 


King church, San Diego. 


Outside, the figure of Christ has a black 
face and no hands—lost to vandals years 
ago. Inside, Bishop Joseph Francis, SVD, 
celebrated the 9 o’clock Sunday Mass, 
whose liturgical free form has won national 


_ attention. 


‘“WHAT IMPRESSES me most in this 
community is that Jesus is well and alive 
here at Christ the King,’’ said the fourth 
black U.S. bishop. ‘‘It is with a sense of awe 
that I come to celebrate the Eucharist with 


a? 


you. - 


A few blocks away, down Imperial Avenue 
the ‘House of Africa’ store proclaimed in 
its window that copies of Roots are for sale. 
Bishop Francis, in his vivid red zucchetto, 
obliquely alluded to the week’s television 
fare when he referred to Christ as ‘‘the hope 
of our ancestors in this country. 


“‘Many of us don’t realize that we are just 
as much slaves as those before if we have not 
found the freedom in Christ.”’ 


AND, TAKING the Sunday reading from 
Corinthians on love as his text, he said love 
had to be taken from the church to beyond 
parking lot. ‘“‘By the time we reach the 
packing lot often we have left Jesus in the 
church, and we go out and become nice 
insensible, unloving persons again. 


“Tf we haven’t found Christ out there 
among the people we are wasting our time 


coming to this church on Sunday,’’ he 
declared. 


The Mass, which lasted one hour and 45 
minutes, also included the renewal of 
wedding vows on their 52nd anniversary of 
George and Mattie Brown who stood before 
the bishop to reaffirm their life-long pledge 
to each other. 


THE 300 seats of the church were filled to 
overflowing for the first Mass celebrated by 
a black bishop in a church which is the center 
of black Catholicism in the diocese. Bishop 
Francis quipped that it was also the first 
time he has been assisted by a girl ‘‘altar 
boy”’. 

“It is no accident that Christ the King is 
known throughout the United States and 
beyond,’ he told the congregation, ‘‘be- 
cause you are bringing together people 
seeking an experience of God they have not 
been able to find elsewhere.”’ 


The mixed voice choir, with piano and 
organ accompaniment sang heartily and at 
length, giving to the memorial acclamation 
“Christ has died’? a vibrancy rarely 
experienced, elsewhere. 


STANDING alongside the bishop at the 


_altar throughout the Mass were eucharistic 


ministers Lilian Winston and Laurenco 
Gartrell, while’ officiating as master of 
ceremonies was permanent deacon candid- 
ate Bernard Gray. 


The man, Divine Word priest and bishop, 
no stranger to this diocese, who had come to 
his own to celebrate with them, had one final 
word: ‘*Pray that I do not lose my sense of 
humor,’’ he asked them as he promised to 
come back again.

FROM THE opening address on Friday 
evening by Auxiliary Bishop Joseph Francis 
of Newark, N.J., the nation’s fourth black 
bishop, to the closing Mass celebrated by 
Bishop Maher on Sunday afternnon at 
nearby St. Joseph Cathedral, many congress 
veterans described this year’s gathering as 
“‘the greatest ever.” 


Mike and Dee Gross, of St. Frances 
Cabrini parish, Yucaipa, were particularly 
enjoying ‘‘the opportunity to get together 
with people,’’.and they found ‘‘a lot of new, 
interesting material’’ in the exhibitors’ hall.

1,158 annulments requested 


Record number of marriage 
cases come before Tribunal

A record number of marri- 
age cases made a _ busy 
schedule for the diocesan 
Tribunal, or Church court, in 
1976. 


Last year 1,158 cases, 
about 200 more than in 1975, 


were brought before the 


Tribunal, according to a 
report by Father Michael 
Higgins, officialis or Tribun- 
al head. 


Annulments, declarations 
that the marriages were 
never valid, were granted in 
768 cases. Annulments were 
denied in 130 other cases and 
260 decisions are pending, 
according to the report. 


BUT WHY the ursurge in 
the Tribunal caseload? Ac- 
cording to Father Higgins it 
is due to “‘streamlined pro- 
cedures granted for the U.S. 
by the Vatican’’ and to a 
“more pastoral approach to 
Catholics who find them- 


selves 
ages.” 


He warned, though, that 
“the grounds for annulment 
have not changed, only the 
procedure and the ap- 
proach,’’ adding that, al- 
though the caseload has 
increased, the percentage of 


in problem marri- 


annulments had not. “‘In any. - 


given year annulments are 
granted in about two thirds 
of the cases,” he said. 


A NUMBER of procedural 
changes have made the 
Tribunal process much 
faster. Chief among these, 
according to Father Higgins, 
is that ‘‘most cases can now 
be settled at the local 
Tribunal level. é 


“Until recent years deci- 
sions were required of at 
least two tribunals on every 
case.”’ 


Pastorally, he explained, 
the tribunal approach to 
marriage cases has changed. 
“It used to be that we 
assumed that those seeking 


annulments were not telling 
the truth. It was up to them 
to prove that they were. 


““Now we assume that they 
are telling the truth, and it is 
up to us to prove they are 
not,’” he said. 


ANOTHER reason for the 
increased case load is the 
effort by priests in the 
parishes. ‘‘They are doing an 
excellent job in preparing the 
cases they present to us. 
That means we can move 
through them more quickly, 
freeing us to handle more 
cases,’’ Father Higgins said. 


He urges any Catholic with 
a problem marriage to con- 
tact his parish priest to 
discuss the situation and 
possibly prepare a case for 
the Tribunal. 


“And,’’ Father Higgins 
said, ‘‘by canon law tribunals 
must provide their services 
absolutely free of charge. But 
we do ask, of those who can 
afford it, a $250 donation to 
cover administration costs.’’ 


Alcoholics pray to stay sober 
through Cathedral Calix unit

Sobriety through prayer 
for its members is the aim of 
a group now meeting month- 
ly at St. Joseph Cathedral, 
San Diego. 


The group is the first local_ 


unit in this diocese of the 
international Calix Society, 
an association of Catholics 
who are members of Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous. 

“IT IS very important to 
understand that we are not in 
competition with AA,’’ ex- 
plained Father John Nesbitt, 
associate at the cathedral 
and Calix chaplain. 


“Rather, we work to build 
upon the spiritual foundation 
begun by AA,”’ he said. 
“‘And membership is not 
restricted to Catholics or to 
alcoholics. Anyone who 
wants to build their spiritual 
life and help us pray for 
sobriety is welcome,’’ he 
said. 


Since it began at the 
Cathedral six months ago, 
with the help of William 
Montroy of Laguna Niguel, 
society founder, the local 
Calix unit has built up a 
regular membership of about 
a dozen people, according to 
Father Nesbitt. 


MEMBERS meet at the 
cathedral on the last Satur- 
day of each month for noon 
Mass followed by a meeting 
in the Cathedral Club. Addi- 
tionally, members are ex- 
pected to pray faithfully 
certain prayers each day. 


One such prayer is: ‘‘I 
promise today’s sobriety for 
the honor and glory of God, 
for the salvation of my soul 
and for a good example for 
others.”’ 


According to-Montroy, the 
Calix (Latin for ‘‘chalice’’) 
Society was born in 1947 in 
Minneapolis, Minn., when it 
was organized by a small 


group of men with the age of 
a priest. 


“‘Our purpose was to use 
the resources of the Church 
to help alcoholics...bringing 
them together on common 
ground with their common 
problem to seek guidance in 
practical daily living and 
specific applications of Chris- 
tian virtues to the character 
problems of the alcoholic,”’ 
Montroy said. 


A MAIN goal of the 
society, he said, is ‘‘uniting 
in daily prayer those who 
seek the only known recovery 
from problem drinking, total 
abstinence.”’ 

Since it began local Calix 
units have been founded 


across the nation and in’ 


several foreign countries,

We condemn attempts by totalitarian 
ideologies to rigidly classify world nations as 
either friends or enemies or as exploiters or 
exploited. We address to you an earnest appeal 
which you will be able to transmit to the leaders 
of your countries: Halt the escalation of 
violence. 


Action directed against the symptoms of 
violence, the acts of violence themselves, is no 
alibi for more decisive action directed at the 
causes, acts of injustice. Left uncured, social 
injustices become a specific source of poisoning 
of the social body.—To Vatican diplomatic 
corps

The ordination cat among the pigeons 


‘ \ 

If ever a Vatican statement was ordained (to use 
a popular word) to ‘‘put the cat among the 
pigeons’’, the declaration last week regarding the 
non-ordination of women to the priesthood surely 
achieved its objective. At a time when we are 
suffering a flurry of shock waves in. non-Catholic 
churches in this respect, the Roman Catholic 
position has been restated, with emphasis. (See 
pages 8 and 9.). 


Rightly the Vatican document urged ll 
Christians to see in the controversy over women’s 
ordination ‘‘a pressing invitation to meditate on the 
mystery of the Church, to study in greater detail the 
meaning of the episcopate and the priesthood, and 
to rediscover the real and pre-eminent place of the 
priest in the community of the baptized.’ 


In these days of cultural pressures for what are 
glibly called ‘‘equal rights’’ far too many equate 
the mystery of the priesthood with the presidency 
of the local Rotary or Elks club. 


Feminineness ‘‘a gift from God’’ 

Bishop Maher, in his pastoral letter of 1974 on 
“Women in the New World’’ said: ‘‘A. woman’s 
attitude towards her sexuality is reflected in her 
behavior, her reaction to responsibility, her 
self-discipline, her capacity for self-donation, the 
areas in which she finds fulfillment and her 
relationships with men and with other women. 


‘“A woman who has accepted this essential fact of 
her being, and rejoices in her womanhood, 
discovers self-value, purpose and personal dignity. 
She emanates a maturity and integrity which not 
only demand respect and deference but render 
exploitation impossible.’’ 


If in spite of this women want to assault purely 
male bastions in their onward march to the ERA, 
they may try those far less mysterious and far more 
arbitrarily male than the priesthood. Why not start 
with such pinnacles of male eminence. as Kiwanis, 
Elks, Rotary, Knights of Columbus, Freemasons 
and so on. 


Women deacons? 

Missing from the Vatican’s recent declaration 
was any statement on the possible ordination of 
women to the diaconate. In fact, discussion of 
was, we are told, purposely excluded from the 
document. 


Of course, it was the ordination of women to the 
diaconate in the Episcopal (Anglican) Church which 
led eventually to their recent ordination as priests. 
In the early Church women who devoted their lives 
to care of the sick, the poor and others in need were 
consecrated in their work by the bishop in a 
ceremony which resembled ordination. They were 
called deaconesses, but they were not regarded as 
ministers. The practice faded out around the tenth 
century, but 800 years later the ordination was 
revived by the Anglican, Lutheran and Methodist 
churches. However deaconesses did not proclaim 
the Gospel—a ministry with which deacons are 
charged. 


As deacon, ordained to service, | find no real 


problem with the idea of having women ordained to 
similar service. It might even help to delineate 
more clearly the difference between priestly 
ordination and the diaconate, over which there is 
some confusion today. The Vatican has no plans 
‘for the moment’’ to ordain women as deacons, 
however. 


Archbishop Joseph Bernardin, president of the 
U.S. Catholic bishops’ conference, in response to 
the Vatican statement on women’s ordination, 
called for greater effort ‘‘to identify and open up 
new ministerial and decision-making roles for 
women in the Church.’’ He said that the need has 
become ‘‘more urgent, not less, in the light of this 
declaration.’’ 


And sovsay all of us. Women have joined men as 
extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist in greater 
and greater numbers after a hesitant start. We 
need to make much greater official use of the 
ministerial roles available such as musician, 
teacher, care of the sick, counsellor, lector and 
(dare | say it?) acolyte. 


New face to the West 


The appointment of Bishop James S. Rausch as 
successor to Archbishop Edward McCarthy in 
Phoenix, Ariz., brings to the western region of 
bishops a face familiar in Washington. For Bishop 
Rausch has, for the past four years, been general

Bishops. It will be another reminder to those in the 
East that the United States does actually extend 
west beyond New Jersey. His knowledge of 
Hispanic affairs will be invaluable.

We are all ‘somebody’ in some way 


We were talking...about the human 
longing to be ‘‘somebody’’ and feel 
that what we do is of importance, that 
somehow we make a difference in the 
world. 


Like most other animals, we are, | 
think, born into this world with an 
innate sense of self-preservation and 
instinctive promptings towards what 
is necessary for our right develop- 
ment. We sense ourselves to be 
special creatures, unique and worth- 
while, and are happy and responsive 
in’ an atmosphere of love and 
appreciation. 


THE NEED WE have to be loved 
and loving, to be personally valued, to 
accomplish and see purpose in life, to 
feel even slightly indispensable to 
someone in some way, is a kind of 
existential statement of identity. This 
is how we are shaped to be, what we 
are meant to do, and deep in our souls 
we know it. 


We are, each of us, unique beings, 
selected for existence by God himself. 
We are not merely the haphazard 
issue of the coupling of our parents— 
who bequeath to us our physical 
features—but each a separate crea- 
tion requiring the intimate, life-giving 
touch of God. : 


It is he who wills us into beings, not 
haphazardly, but with infinite pur- 
pose. Ours is a purposeful Creator 
whose creatures are delegated specific 
‘“bit parts’’ necessary to the unfolding 
of the scenario of his Kingdom, each 
different yet wholly complementary. 


SINCE EACH OF us may claim a 
personhood without precedent or 
duplication, an individuality unlike 
any other, our calling in life also must 
be unique. What we were designed to 
be and do cannot be fulfilled by 
anyone but ourselves. If we do not 
become the person we were seeded to 
be that person will never exist. If we 
do not do what we were meant to do it 
will remain forever undone. 


Viktor Frankl, reflecting on why 
some prisoners survived Nazi con- 
centration camps while others did not, 
came painfully to the conviction that 
for man to live without meaning or 
purpose in life is to die slowly but 
inexorably, long before physical 
death. 


‘‘Everyone has his own_ special 
vocation or mission in life,’’ he said. 
“‘Everyone must carry out a concrete 
assignment that demands fulfillment. 
Therein he cannot be replaced, nor 
can his life be repeated. Thus, 


everyone’s task is as unique as the 
opportunity to implement it.’’ 


WE KNOW THIS. We may for the 
most part have consciously forgotten, 
but something inside us remembers. 
The problem is that we cannot be sure 
just what that particular mission may 
be, and this indécision underlies our 
strivings and frustrations. 

‘“‘Am | doing what | ought to be 
doing?’’ | suppose even those we call 
heroes must have been plagued by 
that question. Was Washington 
Carver, for instance, born to make 
‘two blades of grass grow where one 
grew before’’, or Beethoven to 
compose sonatas? 


Was Michelangelo born to carve the 
Pieta and Da Vinci to paint the Mona 
Lisa? Did Dr. Christiaan Barnard, say, 
fulfill his destiny pioneering heart 
transplants or Marconi by inventing 
radio? 

CERTAINLY THEIR accomplish- 
ments are extraordinary and the 
world, we feel, is greatly the richer for 
them. But was that the mission God 
had in mind for them? His ways are 
not our ways nor this thoughts our 
thoughts. 

Perhaps the achievements for which 
we applaud them were only incidental 


to their main mission. Perhaps Carver 
fulfilled his divine commission while 
engaged in research and Beethoven 
while making music, rather than 
because of it. Perhaps Michelangelo 
and Da Vinci made their unique 
contribution to God’s plan. while 
pursuing their art, rather than in the 
painting and sculpting of it. 

How can anyone know? Of course, 
we cannot, except in so far as one does 
what one does to the best of one’s 
ability, in the way that Christ has told 
us is pleasing to the Father and of 
benefit to those we touch. 


ONE THING WE do know. !n our 
individual field of endeavour, hidden 
or prominent, acclaimed or unknown, 
our contribution is of unprecedented 
value and vital to God’s plan for his 
creation. 


As human beings, personally elec- 
ted to life by him and entrusted with 
sole responsibility for some aspect of 
his design, we are of an importance 
beyond our comprehension and of a 
value exceeding our imaginings. 


We are truly a chosen people, 
deliberately and triumphantly lifted 
into existence as God’s own. We are 
‘‘somebody’’ in the best possible 
way—and always will be. ae

Christianity existed within a patriarchal 
society which rigidly excluded women from 
public professional life and justified this 
through an ideology of women’s generic 
inferiority. 

This patriarchal social system corresponds 
to the sociological conditions of the ancient 
Near East and the traditions of Israel. Yet 
Vatican II tells us that the Church is 
transcendent, ‘‘she transcends all limits of 
time and race’’ [Lumen Gentium] and that 
because she is transcendent, she ‘‘is not 
bound exclusively and indissolubly to any 
race or nation, nor to any particular way of 
life or any customary pattern of living, 
ancient or modern’’ [Gaudium et Spes].

“Certainly a blow to Christian unity.’’ In it 
the editor quotes some of the ‘“‘very 
fundamental reasons’? why the Catholic 
Church refuses to ordain women. 


First, women are told they cannot be 


_ ordained because Jesus chose only males to 


be his apostles. But if the precedent of the 
composition of Jesus’ apostles were really 
taken seriously, not only would women be 
excluded from orders, but also gentiles. 


The second impediment to women’s 
ordination, we are told, is ‘‘the constant 
practice of the Church...,’’ in other words, 
tradition. But the source of women’s 
exclusion is simply that ,both Judaism and 
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social condition, language or religion is to be 
overcome and eradicated as contrary to 
God’s intent’’ [Gaudium et Spes]. 


I would certainly not claim that any 
woman has a God-given right to the 
priesthood, but I do feel that any woman has 
the same right to have her call to ordination 
tested as any man has. 


In conclusion, let us remember that Pope 
Paul himself called the women’s movement 
“‘a call of the Spirit.’’ In ordaining women 
priests, the Anglican Church has, I believe, 
answered that call.

Gilmore in, divorced out 

Michael Newman’s column “‘A time to 
keep’’ (SC, Jan. 20) noted that condemned 
murderer Gary Mark Gilmore uttered the 
words ‘‘Dominus Vobiscum’’ just before his 
death by firing squad on Jan. 17.

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‘Open hearts, minds to hear Lord's word, congress speakers say

‘‘Who do you say I am?’’ asked bishop 
Joseph Francis, quoting Christ to open the 
annual Diocesan Pastoral Congress last 
weekend, Jan. 28-30. 


And observing the opening night crowd of - 
only about 500 people in the vast Golden 
Hall of the San Diego community concourse, 
the nation’s fourth black bishop and 
auxiliary of the Newark, N.J., archdiocese, 
joked about the stiff competition from the 
television production of Alex Haley’s novel, 
Roots. 


BISHOP FRANCIS related is experience 
of Christ, saying that it was up to each 
member of the audience to answer 
individually the same question our Lord 
asked of his disciples nearly 2,000 years ago. 

And in trying to answer the question, 
“‘Who do you say I am,’’ Christians ‘‘find a 
powerful challenge’ in relating their 
experience to others in today’s world, he 
asserted. 

“Jesus challenges us on poor housing, 
hunger in the Third World, war and peace, 
materialism and consumerism,’’ the bishop 
said. ‘‘He calls us again and again to build a 
just society.” 

Declaring that ‘‘Jesus is everywhere,’ he 
said that he can be found especially in ‘‘the 
invisible people’’ too easily ignored. ‘‘Jesus 
is the man in the toll booth, the lady at the 
laundromat, the clerk at the grocery story 
and the parking lot attendant.’’ 

Condemning the unjust society, Bishop 
Francis noted that all too often, ‘‘we have 
whole populations of invisible people simply 
because we as Christians do uot see them. 


“JESUS, THE light of the world comes to 
us often to provide the light to illuminate the 
sufferings of our brothers and sisters. And 
so often we cover our eyes,’’ he said. 

Keynoting the congress on Saturday 
evening with a word of warning about 
reading the gospels was Father Raymond 
Brown. 

The noted scripture scholar and Suplician 
priest said to about 1,000 congress 
participants that, while the four gospels are 
the Word of God, “‘they are also the words of 
men.”” — y j age OUR A RAST 
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_HE SAID that readers and proclaimers of 
the gospel have to keep both these elements 
in mind, noting that each gospel story is 
“conditioned historically, set in its own 
time’’ of the Christian church. ‘‘You cannot 
remove the gospel from that historical 
envelope,’’ he warned. 


Dealing particularly with the fourth 
gospel, by St. John, Father Brown said that 
it was quite different from the other three, 
particularly in the fact that while they gave 
short accounts of events and did not follow 
them through, ‘‘John’s gospel is full of long 
sermons, long dialogues and whole narra- 
tives.”’ 


He noted that the fourth gospel does not 
have the initiation of the sacraments of 
Baptism and the Eucharist after the 
Resurrection as do the other three. John 
shows those sacraments as ‘‘continuations”’ 
of actions carried out during Christ’s mission 
before his death. 


‘JESUS IS the operative factor in the 
Church, not simply the founder,’’ said 
Father Brown. ‘‘He is the animating 
principle, not simply the person who started 
it all.”’ 


He said that Jesus wants ‘‘not a power 
structure, but love.’’ He recalled that three 
times Jesus asked Peter ‘‘Do you love me?’”’ 
before pronouncing Peter as the rock of the 
Church, with the command to ‘“‘feed my 
sheep.’’ They are Jesus’ sheep, not man’s.”’ 


THE SCRIPTURAL challenge to the 
congress theme ‘‘Speak to Me, Lord,”’ is to 
be ‘‘prepared to hear the truth, something 
we do not find easy,’’ Father Brown noted. 


A major obstacle to being ‘‘Alive to the 
Word as American Christians’’ is our 
cluttered lives, according to another general 
assembly speaker, Sister Mary Jose Hobday 
who has spent the last several years working 
on Indian reservations. 


Americans have come into the 1970s with 
their lives ‘‘spiritually and physically 
cluttered,’’ she said to about 1,000 people. 
“It is a sign of the times that people are 
looking for ways to live more simply, to rid 
their lives of excess possessions and to ease 
their hectic schedules,’’ she said.

and beauty of simple living’, Sister Hobday 
noted that striving for simplicity in our lives 
is a beautiful way to pray. 

‘‘As American Christians today,’’. she 
declared, ‘‘we are called to more quality and 
to less quantity. To make a decision for 
quality means making a decision for prayer, 
vacating all the rush and bustle necessary to 
free us for prayer.” 

We live in a world of tremendous 
pressure, she said, ‘‘and that constitutes a 
call to prayerfulness that demands that we 
be inner-directed,’’ she said. 


“THAT IS WHY we see so many people 
turning to meditation and the Oriental 
religions. But we must embrace the fact that 
we aré Americans, not Orientals, and that as 
Americans we are called to adventure in the 
spirit,’’ Sister Hobday said. 

“We are to be alive in the mind and style 
of Jesus, present to one another as the Word 
made flesh.’’ ; 


To do that, she explained, we have to 
come to terms with the American thirst for 
power and seek powerlessness. “‘We have to 
become dependent in some way or we will 
never know the freedom of poverty of the 
spirit. 


“AS AMERICANS we must walk more 
and more in the spirit of littleness to come to 
know people and God,’’ she concluded. . 


In the final general assembly on Sunday, 
“The Electrical World and the Biblical 
Jesus’, Father John Swartz used slides, 
overhead projectors and a short film. 


Showing slides of two houses and 
analyzing what the appearance of each told 
about its owner, Father Swartz urged 


_congress participants to read Matthew, 


chapters 5-7. ‘‘We are building a house, and 
Matthew tells us how...If we live the Sermon 


on the Mount, we will be uniquely 
Christian,’ he said. — :

- Jesus came to teach us 


to live for love and peace

‘There are in the end three things that 
last: faith, hope, and love, and the greatest 
of these is love’’ (1 Corinthians 13:13). We 
hear a great deal about faith and love as the 
indispensable virtues of Christian life; poor 
hope gets caught in the middle and receives 
relatively little attention. 


Yet it is one of the big three, the logical 
sequel to faith and important motive for 
loving. If we are a community of faith and 
love, we are also, a community of hope. 


OFTEN RELIGION is caricatured as a 
dark, gloomy affair, casting a pall. over 
everything human, even everything created. 


_ Just the opposite is true. Christianity is 


essentially hopeful, 
healthily humanistic. 


The Bible is, from beginning to end, a 


joyful, optimistic, 


record of God’s love for His creation. It 


contains what is called significantly Salva- 
tion History—not Damnation but Salvation. 
The first experience His people had of Him 
was that of a saving God. 


The Exodus from Egypt left an indelible 
impression on them and formed the factual 


_ basis of their hope for the future, a hope 


which nothing could extinguish. This hope 


% 


colored their whole existence, and while at 
times it took on a tarnished, nationalistic 
hue, it reaches out to embrace all humanity. 


THUS IT WAS that the authors of the 
Yahwist creation story (Genesis 2:4b-3:24) 
presented God as promising all mankind 
ultimate victory over the forces of evil 
(Genesis 3:15). 


The whole thrust of biblical history is 
future-oriented. It moves constantly forward 
to the prophetic ‘“Day of the Lord,’’ that 
point in time when God would intervene in 
history to save humanity in a transcendent 
Exodus. This was the object of the messianic 
hope of Israel, a hope kept alive by the 
prophets whom God faised up in times of 
erisis—and there were many such times. 


When this history reached its climax, it 
did so with the vindication of centuries of 
unquenchable hope and an undreamed of 
fulfillment of the promises. God did 
intervene in human history, not extrinsical- 
ly, but intimately, directly, by sending His 
Son to take a human nature and enter the 

~mainstream of humanity. 


THE INTERPRETATION of this event is

What Was Jesus’ Message? 


Work to resist evil and 
conquer it with good

~~ A good trivia question, which few people 


besides Al Capp could answer, would be 
““How do you spell the last name of that ‘Li’! 
Abner comic strip character named Joe who 
always hada black storm cloud over his 
head?’’ All I can remember is that it started 
with a ‘‘B”’ and had six or seven strangely 
scrambled -letters that couldn’t be pro- 
nounced without the loss of a great deal of 
saliva, if at all. 


This character “‘Joe B.’’ always symbo- 
lized impending doom, for wherever he 
went, there followed bad luck, disaster, and 
hard times. Nowadays, it’s easy to feel like 
we’re all Joe B’s. 


THIS IS because even if we don’t have at 
least one serious personal problem to 
contend with, then a glance at the daily 
paper will reveal enough bad news about the 
world to make us feel like we have a cloud 
over our heads—a cloud of no hope hovering 
above, ready to drench us at any time with 
more bad. news. 


Some of these problems are beyond our 
control—such as earthquakes, hurricanes, 
and weather-caused famines. Others, how- 
ever (and the vast majority), are man-made: 
abortions totaling into the millions in the 
United States alone, violence and filth on TV 
and in the movies, widespread pornography, 
corruption among public officials, and both 
organized and unorganized crime: of. all 
kinds: gambling, prostitution, loansharking, 
computer crime, hijacking, narcotics, and 
labor racketeering, to name just a few. 


There are many responses that people 
make to this bad news...Some despair, and 
live in depression. Others become cynical, 
and live miserably, carping at the state of 


the world at every opportunity. Some decide 
to join the crowd, reasoning that ‘‘if you 
can’t lick ’em, join ’em.’’ Still others isolate 
themselves and ignore the problems totally. 


AND WE ask: Dare we hope for the 
future? The answer for Christians is; Of 
course we do. None of the above responses 
are what Christ wants for us. The message of 
Jesus was and is one of hope, not of doom, 
And the Christian life is one of joy, peace, 
purpose, and especially one of victory, in 
spite of the problems abounding in the 


_ world. 


So, having decided to hope for the future, 
what does God want us to do for the world? 
Just as Christ overcame death, He expects 
us to continually do our best toward 
overcoming the evil around us. 


The role which we have in this huge but 
surmountable. task is to continue to pray, to 
stay well-informed, and to act effectively 
wherever we are and in whatever way we can 
to make Jesus and His teachings better 
known. In this way, the planet will become 
more like He who once physically resided 
here (and who is still present through His 
ever-kinetic Spirit). 


WE’VE ALL heard a ‘‘good news and bad 
news’’ joke. For example: ‘I’ve got some 
good news and some bad news. The good 
news is that Jesus is coming again. The bad 
news is that He’s mighty angry!’’ 

In contrast to bad news, the word 
‘‘Gospel’’ literally means ‘‘good news.’’ The 
news in the New Testament is of three types: 


good news/better news/best news. The. 


good news is that Jesus came to this earth to 
bring victory over sin and death. We have 
just celebrated this good news at Christmas. 


The better news is that He won this victory . 


va 


meaning, the message of the Christ-event— 
a message of renewed hope, unbounded joy. 
For instance, at the beginning of his Gospel 
Luke sounds the note of joy which will ring 


throughout his presentation. (See Luke 


2: 10). 


Joy and hope go tiand in hand. If the 
Christ-event was the fulfillment of past 
hopes, it was also the basis of incomparably 
greater hopes. For Jesus came precisely as 
Savior, to liberate humanity from its ‘ills. 


Everything He said and did bespoke His 
loving concern for suffering mankind and 
His power to heal. He fed the hungry, gave 
sight to the blind, hearing to the deaf, 
mobility to the crippled, peace to the 
disturbed, even life to the dead. All this was 
an essential 
mission: to win for humanity victory over the 
forces of evil. 


PHYSCIAL AND psychic ills were the 


symptoms of the real disease, the real | 


enemy: sin. It is this that makes people feel 
so horribly hopeless, even though many dare 
reluctant to admit it. 


. For too many of our contemporaries, sin is 
fiction. It has nothing to do with the 
nitty-gritty of human existence, and when 
Christian hope is presented in terms of 
Christ’s having saved us from sin, they yawn 
or smile or get angry. 


The very idea strikes them as having a sort 
of “‘pie-in-the-sky’’ ring to it. Yet nothing 
could be more down to earth, just as no one 
could have been more down to earth than the 
incarnate Son of God. Paul lists some sins: 

..lewd ‘conduct, impurity,. licentiousness, 
{dolatry, ‘sorcery, hostilities, 


jealousy, outbursts of rage, selfish rivalries, 
dissensions, factions, envy, drunkenness, 
orgies, and the like’’ (Galatians 5:19-21).

DO SUCH THINGS contribute nothing to 
human misery and despair? It was from 
them, and others, that Jesus came to save 
us. He came to teach us to hope and live for 
“love, joy, peace, patient endurance, 
kindness, generosity, faith, mildness and 
chastity’’ (Galatians 5:22). A human 
existence characterized by such qualities is 
eminently worthy of hope and effort and, 
thanks to the victory of Christ, within our 
power to achieve. 


Ultimately, the greatest single cause of ~ . 
‘human. despair is the inexorable enemy, © 


death. But even this He has conquered for us 
by. His resurrection, the pledge of our own 
complete victory and the sure, factual basis 
of our hope. We are a_ hope-filled 
community, Easter people. St. Paul comes 
back to this reassuring truth over and over 
again. 


But my favorite ‘“‘hope passage’’ is 


“THROUGH [JESUS] we have gained 
access by faith to the grace in which we now 
stand, and we boast of our hope for the glory 
of God...And this hope will not leave us 
disappointed, because the love of God has 
been poured out in our hearts through the 
Holy Spirit who has been given to us. 


““At the appointed time, when we were 
still powerless, Christ died for us godless 
men...It is precisely in this that God proves 
his love for us: that while we were still 
sinners, Christ died for us. 


“‘Now that we have been justified by his 
blood, it is all the more certain that we shall 
be saved by him from God’s wrath. For if, 
when we were God’s enemies, we were 
reconciled to him by the death of his Son, it 
is all the more certain that we who have been 
reconciled will be saved by his life’? (Romans 
5:2, 5, 6, 8-10).

Vatican ‘Declaration on the Question of the Admis

This is a partial text of the Vatican Doctrinal 
Congregation’s ‘‘Declaration of the Question 
of the Admission of Women to the Ministerial 
Priesthood,’’ dated Oct. 15, 1976, and: made 
public Jan. 27, 1977. It was approved by Pope 
Paul VI and signed by Cardinal Franjo Seper, 
prefect of the congregation, and Archbishop 
Jerome Hamer, the congregation’s secretary. 


The role of women in modern 
society and the Church 


Inthe life of the Church herself, as history shows 
us, women have played a decisive role. and 
accomplished tasks of outstanding value. One has 


-only to think of the foundresses of the great religious 


families,.such as St. Clare and St. Teresa of Avila. 
The latter, moreover, and St. Catherine of Siena, 
have left writings so rich in spiritual doctrine that 
Pope Paul IV has included them among the doctors 
of the Church. 


Nor could one forget the great number of women 
who have consecrated themselves to the Lord for the 
exercise of charity for the missions, and the 


Christian-wives who have had a profound influence ~ 


on their families, particularly for the passing on of 
the faith to their children. 

BUT OUR AGE gives rise to increased demands: 
““Since in our time women have an ever more active 
share in the whole life of society, it is very important 


that they participate more widely also in the various 


sectors of the Church’s apostolate.’’ This charge of 
the Second Vatican Council has already set in motion 
the whole process of change now taking place: these 
various experiences of course need to come to 
maturity. 


For some years now various Christian communi- 
ties stemming from the 16th century Reformation or 


of later origin have been admitting women to the 


pastoral office on a par with men. This initiative has 
led to petitions and writings by members of these 
communities and similar groups, directed towards 
making this admission a general thing; it has also 
led to contrary reactions. 


THIS THEREFORE constitutes an ecumenical 


problem, and the Catholic Church must make her 
thinking known on it, all the more because in various 
sectors of opinion the question has been asked 
whether she too could not modify her discipline and 
admit women to priestly ordination. 


A number of Catholic theologians have even posed 
this question publicly, evoking studies not only in 
the sphere of exegesis, patrology and Church history 
but also in the field of the history of institutions and 
customs, of sociology and of psychology. The various 
arguments capable of clarifying this important 
problem have been submitted to a critical 
examination. As we are dealing with a debate which 


classical theology scarcely touched upon, the 


current argumentation runs the risk of neglecting 
essential elements. 


For these reasons, in execution of a mandate 
received from the Holy Father and echoing the 
declaration which he himself made in his letter of 
Nov. 30, 1975, the Sacred Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith judges it necessary to recall 
that the Church; in fidelity to the example of the 
Lord, does not consider herself authorized to admit 
women to priestly ordination. 


THE SACRED congregation. deems it opportune 
at the present juncture to explain this position of the 
Church. It is a position which will perhaps cause 
pain but whose positive value will become apparent 
in the long run, since it can be of help in deepening 
understanding of the respective roles of men and of 
women. ; ° 


1. The Church's constant tradition 


The Catholic Church has never felt that priestly or 
episcopal ordination can be validly conferred on 
women. A few heretical sects in the first centuries, 
especially Gnostic ones, entrusted the exercise of 
the priestly ministry to women: this innovation was 
immediately noted and condemned by the fathers, 
who considered it as unacceptable in the Church. 


THE CHURCH'S tradition in the matter has thus 
been so firm in the course of the centuries that the 
Magisterium has not felt the need to intervene in 
order to formulate a principle which was not 
attacked, or to defend a law which was _ not 
challenged. 


The same tradition has been faithfully safeguard- 
ed by the churches of the East. Their unanimity on 


this point is all the more remarkable since in many - 


other questions their discipline admits of a great 
diversity. 


2. The attitude of Christ 


Jesus Christ did not call any woman to become _ 


part of the twelve. If he acted in this way, it Was not 
in order to conform to the customs of his.time, for his 
attitude towards women was quite different from 
that of his milieu, and he deliberately and 
courageously broke with it. 


In his itinerant ministry Jesus was accompanied 


not only by the twelve but also by a group of women: ~ 


“Mary, surnamed the Magdalene, from whom 
seven demons- had gone out, Joanna the wife of 
Herod’s steward Chuza, Susanna, and _ several 
others who provided for them out of their own 
resources’’ (Luke 8:2-3). 

CONTRARY TO THE Jewish mentality, which did 
not accord great value to the testimony of women, as 
Jewish law attests, it was nevertheless:women who 
were the first to have the privilege of seeing the 


_risen Lord, and it was they who were charged by 


Jesus to take the first paschal message to the 
apostles themselves in order to prepare the latter to 
become the official witnesses to the resurrection.

But jit must be recognized that we have here a 


number of convergent indications that make all the. 


more remarkable the fact that Jesus did not entrust 
the apostolic charge to women. Even his mother, 


who was so closely associated with the mystery of 
~ her Son, and whose incomparable role,is emphasized _. 
- by the gospels of Luke and John, was not invested — 


with the apostolic ministry. 

This fact was to lead the fathers to present her as 
the example of Christ’s will in this domain; as Pope 
Innocent III repeated later, at the beginning of the 
13th century, ‘‘Although the Blessed Virgin Mary 
surpassed in dignity and in excellence all the 
apostles, nevertheless it was not to her but to them 
that the Lord entrusted the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven.’’ 


3. The practice of the apostles 


The apostolic community remained faithful to the 
attitude of Jesus towards women. Although Mary 
occupied a privileged place in the little circle of those 
gathered in the upper room after the Lord’s 
ascension (Acts 1:14), it was not she who was called 


‘to enter the college of the twelve at the time of the © 


election that resulted in the choice of Matthias: 
those who were put forward were two disciples 
whom the gospels do not even mention. : 


ON THE DAY OF Pentecost, the Holy Spirit filled 
them all, men and women (Acts 2:1, 1:14), yet the 
proclamation of the fulfillment of the prophecies in 
Jesus was made only by ‘‘Peter and the eleven’’(Acts 
2:14). : 

When they and Paul went beyond the confines of 
the Jewish world, the preaching of the gospel and 
the Christian life in the Greco-Roman civilization 
impelled them to break with Mosaic practices, 


sometimes regretfully. They could therefore have. 


envisaged conferring ordination on women, if they 
had not been convinced of their duty of fidelity to the 
Lord on this point. 


In the Hellenistic world, the cult of a number of 
pagan divinities was entrusted to priestesses. In fact 
the Greeks did not share the ideas of the Jews: 
although their philosophers taught the inferiority of 
women, historians nevertheless emphasize the 
existence of a certain movement for the 
advancement of women during the imperial period. 

IN FACT WE KNOW from the book of the Acts 
and from the letters of St. Paul that certain women 
worked with the apostle for the gospel..St. Paul lists 
their names with gratitude.in the final salutations of 


the letters. Nevertheless at no time was there a 


question of conferring ordination of. these women. 


In spite of the so important role played by women 
on the day of the resurrection, their collaboration 


was. not extended by. St. Paul to the official and~ 


public proclamation of the message, since this 
proclamation belongs exclusively to the apostolic 
mission. : 
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4. Permanent value of theattitude 


of Jesus and the apostles 


Could the Church today depart from this. attitude 
by Jesus and the apostles, which has been 
considered as normative by the whole of tradition up 
to our own day? 


It has been claimed in particular that the attitude 
of Jesus and the apostles is explained by ‘the 
influence of their milieu and their times. It is said 
that, if Jesus did not entrust to women and not even 
to his mother a ministry assimilating them to the 


twelve, this was because historical circumstances 


did not permit him to do so. 


NO ONE HOWEVER has ever proved—and it is 
clearly impossible to prove—that this attitude is 
inspired only by social and cultural reasons. As we 
have seen, an examination of the gospels shows on 


- the contrary that Jesus broke with the prejudices of 


his time, by widely contravening the discriminations 
practiced with regard to women. 


Another objection is based upon the transitory 
character that one claims to see today in some of the 
prescriptions of St. Paul concerning women, and 
upon the difficulties that some aspects of his 


_ teaching raise in this regard. 


But it must be noted that these ordinances, 


probably inspired by the customs of the period, 


concern scarcely more than disciplinary practices of 
minor importance, such_as the obligation imposed 
upon women to wear a. veil on the head: such 
requirements no longer have a*normative value. 


NOR SHOULD IT be forgotten that we owe to St. 
Paul one of the most vigorous texts in the New 
Testament on the fundamental equality of men and 


women, as children of God in Christ (Galatians - 


3:28). 


But over and above these objections taken from 
the history of apostolic times, those who support the 
legitimacy of change in the matter turn to the 
Church’s practice in her sacramental discipline. 


It must not be forgotten that the sacramental signs 
are not conventional ones. Not only i is it true that, in 
many respects, they are natural signs because they 
respond to the deep symbolism of. actions and 


-- things, but they are more than this: they are 
e principally meant to link the person of every period | 


to the supreme event of the history of salvation, in 
order to enable that person to understand, through 
all the Bible’s wealth of pedagogy and symbolism, 
what grace they signify | and produce. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the Sacrament of the Eucharist 


_ is not only a fraternal meal, but at the same time the 


memorial which makes present and actual Christ’s 
sacrifice and his offering by the Church. 

Again, the priestly ministry is not just a pastoral 
service; it ensures the continuity of the functions 
entrusted by Christ to the apostles and the 
continuity of the powers related to those functions. 
Adaptation to civilizations and times therefore 
cannot abolish, on essential points, the sacramental 


reference to constitutive events of Christianity and 


to Christ himself. 


dn the final analysis it is the Church, through the 
voice of her Magisterium, that, in these various 
domains, decides what can change and what must 
remain immutable. 


THIS PRACTICE OF the Church therefore has a 
normative character: in the fact of -conferring 
priestly ordination only on men, it is a question of an 
unbroken tradition throughout the history of the 
Church, universal in the East and in the West, and 
alert to repress abuses immediately. This norm, 
based on Christ’s example, has been and is still 
observed because it is considered to conform to 
God’s plan for his Church. 


5. The ministerial priesthood in the 
light of themystery of Christ 


The Church’s constant teaching, repeated and 
clarified by the Second Vatican Council and again 
recalled by the 1971 Synod of Bishops and by the 
Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith in 
its Declaration of June 24, 1973, declares that the 
bishop or the priest, in the exercise of his ministry, 
does not act in his own name, in persona propria; he 
represents Christ,. who acts through him—‘‘the 
priest truly acts in the place of Christ,’’ as St. 
Cyprian already wrote in the 3rd century. 


The Christian priesthood is therefore of a 
sacramental nature. The priest is a sign, the 
supernatural effectiveness of which comes from the 
ordination received, but a sign that must- be 
perceptible and which the faithful must be able to 
recognize with ease. 

‘THE SAME NATURAL resemblance is required 
for persons as for things. When Christ’s role in the 
Eucharist is to be expressed sacramentally, there 
would not be the ‘‘natural resemblance’’ which must 


exist between Christ and his minister if the role of 
Christ were not taken by a man: in such a case it 
would be difficult to see in the minister the image of 
Christ. For Christ himself was and remains a man. 


Christ is of course the firstborn of all humanity, of 
women as well as men. Nevertheless, the 
incarnation of the word took place according to the 
male sex: this is indeed a question of fact, and this 
fact, while not implying an alleged. natural 
superiority of man over woman, cannot be 
disassociated from the economy of salvation. 


For the salvation offered by God to men and 
women, the union with him to which they are 
called—in short, the covenant—took on, from the 
Old Testament prophets onwards, the privileged 
form of a nuptial mystery: for God the chosen people 
is seen as his ardently loved spouse: 


IT IS THROUGH scriptural language, all 


interwoven with symbols, and which expresses and 
affects man and woman in their profound identity, 
that there is revealed to us the mystery of God and 
Christ,-a mystery which of itself is unfathomable. 


That is why we can never ignore the fact that 
Christ is a’man. And therefore, unless one is to 
disregard the importance of this symbolism for the 
economy of revelation, it must be admitted that, in 
actions which demand the character of ordination 
and in which Christ himself, the author of the 
covenant, the bridegroom and head of the Church, is 
represented, exercising his ministry of salvation— 
which is in the highest degree the case of the 
Eucharist—his role (this is the original sense of the 
word persona) must. be taken. by a man. 

THIS DOES NOT stem from any personal 
superiority of the latter in the order of values, but 
only from a difference of fact on the level of 
functions and service. 


It is indeed evident that in human beings the 


difference of sex exercises an important influence, 


much deeper than, for example, ethnic differences. 


6. The ministerial priesthood illustra- 
ted bythemystery ofthe the Church 


It. is opportune to recall that problems of 
sacramental theology, especially when they concern 
the ministerial priesthood, as is the case here, 
cannot be solved except in the light of revelation. 
The -human-~ sciences, however valuable their 
contribution in their own domain, cannot suffice 
here, for they cannot grasp the realities of faith: the 
properly supernatural content of these realities is 
beyond their competence. 


THUS ONE MUST note the extent to which the 
Church is a society different from other societies, 
original in her nature and in her structures. The 
pastoral charge in the Church is normally linked to 
the sacrament of orders. It is not a simple 
government, comparable to the modes of authority 
found in states. It is not granted by people’s 
spontaneous choice. Even when_ it~ involves 
designation through election, it is the laying on of 
hands and the prayer of the successors of the 
apostles which guarantee God’s choice. And it is the 
Holy Spirit, given by ordination, who. grants 
participation in the ruling power of the supreme 
pastor, Christ (Acts 20:28). It is a charge of service 
and love: ‘‘If you love me, feed my sheep” (cf. John 
21:15-17). 


For this reason one cannot see how it is possible to 
propose the admission of women to the priesthood in 
virtue of the equality of rights of the human person, 
an equality which holds good also for Christians. 


TO THIS END use is sometimes made of the text 
quoted above, from the Letter to the Galatians 
(3:28), which says that in Christ there is no longer 
any distinction between men and women. But this 
passage does not concern ministries; it only affirms 
the universal calling to divine filiation, which is the 
same for all. 


Moreover, and above all, to consider the 
ministerial priesthood as a human right would be to 
misjudge its nature completely: baptism does not 
confer any personal title to public ministry in the 


Church. The priesthood is not conferred: for the — 


honor or advantage of the recipient, but for the 


service of God and the church; it is the object of a 


specific and totally gratuitous vocation: ‘’You did not 


- chose me,-no, | chose you; and | commissioned 


you...’’ (John 15:16; Hebrews 5:4). 


Iti is sometimes said and written in. books and 
periodicals that some women feel that they have a 
vocation to the priesthood. Such an attraction, 
however noble and understandable, still does not 
suffice for a genuine vocation. In fact a vocation 
cannot be reduced to a mere personal attraction, 
which can remain purely subjective. 


Since the priesthood is a particular ministry of 
which the Church has received the charge and the 
control, authentication by the church is indispens- 
able here and is a constitutive part of the 
vocation: Christ chose ‘‘those he wanted’’ (Mark 
3:13). On the other hand, there is a universal 
vocation of all the baptized to the exercise of the 
royal priesthood by offering their lives to God and by 
giving witness for his praise. 


WOMEN WHO EXPRESS a desire for the 
ministerial priesthood are doubtless motivated by 
the desire to serve Christ and the Church. And it is 
not surprising that, at a time when they are 
becoming: more aware of the discriminations to 
which they have been subject, they should desire the 
ministerial priesthood itself. 


But it must not be forgotten that the priesthood 
does not form part of the rights of the individual, but 
stems from the economy of the mystery of Christ and 
the Church. The priestly office cannot become the 
goal of social advancement; no merely human 


progress of society or of the individual can of itself - 


give access to it. It is of another order. - 


It therefore remains-for us to meditate more 
deeply on the nature of the real equality of the 
baptized which is one of the great affirmations of 
Christianity. Equality is in no way identity, for the 
Church is a differentiated body, in which each 
individual has his or her role. 


THE ROLES ARE distinct, and must not be 
confused; they do not favor the superiority of some 
vis-a-vis the others, nor do they provide an excuse 
for jealousy; the only better gift, which can and must 
be desired, is love (cf. 1 Corinthians 12-13). The 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven are not the 
ministers but the saints. 


The Church desires that Christian women should 
become fully aware of the greatness of their mission. 
Today their role is of capital importance, both for the 
renewal and humanization of society and for the 
rediscovery by believers of the true face of the 
Church.

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Dare We Hope for the Future? 
Jesus’ resurrection is the 
greatest guarantee of life

When Columbus entered the throne room 
of Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain to ask 
them to finance explorer ships to probe the 
Atlantic waters, he saw a banner on the wall 
over the throne which said, “‘ne plus ultra,”’ 
nothing more beyond. Spain believed she 
was the westernmost past of the civilized 
world. 


No other land lay beyond Spain. But after 
Columbus discovered America, the royal 


couple removed the. “‘ne’’ and the motto. 
Now it read ‘‘plus ultra,’’ more beyond. 


WHEN FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT died in 
Warm Springs, Ga., in 1945, he was posing 
for a portrait and thinking about a speech he 
was planning to give. A fragment of that 
speech remains to this day. it reads, “‘The 
only limit to our realization of tomorrow is 
our doubts of today.”’ 


Dare we to hope for a future? Is there 
‘“‘more beyond’’? Columbus did and he 
discovered America. Roosevelt did and he 
was able to surmount the affliction of polio to 
become president and to cope with the 
disaster of the Great Depression and bring 
America prosperity. 


Dare we hope for a future against the - 


problems of -evil? Yes. The greatest 
guarantee of a future has been given to us by 
the life, death and resurrection of Jesus. For 
our purposes here, it is especially important 
to focus on the death of Jesus. It was a 
conquest of, evil. But the prior question is 
about evil and sin. If Jesus conquered sin, 
what is the sin He conquered? 


IN RECENT YEARS the term sin has 
mostly been applied to ‘“‘harming and 
abusing persons.’’ When people speak of sin 
today, they have a tendency only to interpret 
it in terms of the human side. 


Ask someone what sin might mean, and 


they may well say, “Not getting along with 


people.’’ Yet sin is also a matter of ‘‘not 
getting along with God as well.’’ Sin has a 
human side, but it also has a divine side. In 


‘fact sin is moreso that. - 


The Bible teaches that_sin is a loss of 
relationship with God, which is manifested 
in a loss of relationship with persons. Note 
that when Jesus came to earth He did not 
come to rail against the establishment 
(though He did indeed do that at times, as in 
His debates with the Pharisees and the 
cleansing of the temple.) _ 


BUT THAT WAS not His main purpose. 
Nor did He dedicate Himself to improving 
middle-class values (though His wisdom 
sayings helped: that along). It was not His 
main aim to-improve ecclesiastical politici- 
ans or help the middle class to adjust better 
to each other. 


Even in the case of the healing, Jesus’ 
first goal*was to heal the soul of the person. 
Take the story of the paralytic. Jesus begins 
by forgiving the man’s sins. , 

Clearly the man was disappointed. He 
wanted to walk and run and jump like other 
people, and Jesus instead forgives his sins. 
Of course, Jesus does go on .to heal the 
paralysis, but He has made His point. Hé 
has come to save sinners, to bring people 
back to a flowing and loving relationship 
with God. 


GETTING ALONG with God is the 
condition for getting along with people. Love 
God and you have the insight to love people. 
Stay in God’s friendship and there is little 
likelihood that you will destroy. your 


relationships with people. Overcome the evil - 


that keeps you from the love of Christ and 
you will eliminate the evil that keeps you 
from the love of persons. 


The Adam and Eve story demonstrates the 
insight. Adam and Eve represent humanity 
in union with God. They walk with the Lord 
in the garden in the cool of the evening. 
There is no sin, they love each other, for they 
are at one with the Lord. 

But after the sin, that is, the break with 
God, murder (Cain and Abel), rape, 
exploitation, over-arching ambition (time of 
Noah, Tower of Babel) fill the world. 

THE LOSS OF peace, love and friendship 
between persons is traced by the Bible to the 


- loss of peace, love and friendship between - 


people and God. That is the original sin and 
the one that abides today. It is the supreme 
evil that underlies all other evils: 


Can it be-overcome? Dare we hope for a 
future against evil? Yes. The death of Jesus 
along with His whole life style of sacrificial 
love made it possible. He showed that union 
with the Father caused the elimination of 
personal selfishness and enabled one to love 
people creatively rather than harm persons. 


We must unite with the death of Christ, by 
our own lives of-sacrificial love. In so acting 
we enter into peaceful friendship with the 
Father and learn how to unleash a love that 
washes evil out of the world’s system.

Moral choices in contemporary society 


Family must play vital role in moral education of young 
MORAL CHK 


This is the second of a special series, 
‘‘Moral Choices in Contemporary Society,’ 
designed as companion pieces to a series of the 
same name in the general press. In this article, 
Dr. William E. May, professor of theology at 
The Catholic University of America in 
Washington, D.C., discusses how we discover 
who we are and the role the family plays in this 
discovery. 


By William E. May 


Sociologists, psychologists, and indeed all persons 
concerned with the future of our society have noted 
with alarm the hastening decline of the family asa 
force for moral good. 


As signs of its deteriorating role in shaping moral 
character they have pointed to such facts as the 
dramatic rise in divorce (currently affecting almost 
one out of every three marriages), the number of 
children in single-parent families (almost 20 per cent 
of school-age children), and the increasing incidence 
of illegitimate births (in 1975 about 13 per cent of all 
live births were illegitimate). 


MY PURPOSE here is not to comment on these 
and other indications of the decline of the family as a 
moral force; rather it is to offer some thoughts, 
grounded on a Christian understanding of human 
existence, about the indispensable role the family 
must play in the moral education of a future 
generation of human beings. 


Our moral life, | believe, can be described in 
terms of a search for identity. We want to know who 
we are and what we are to do if we are to be the 
beings we are meant to be. 


When we are born we do not know who we are or 
what we are to do, but we are equipped to learn 
inasmuch as we are, as the living images of God, 
intelligent beings and thus capable of coming to an 
understanding of our lives and of acting responsibly 
in accord with our understanding of the meaning of 
our existence. 


BUT IN OUR search for meaning, for identity, we - 


need help. None of us is able to pull himself or 
herself up by his or her own bootstraps as it were. 
We need help, we need a ‘‘boot’’ to which the strap 
can be attached, and that ‘‘boot’’ is the human 


- community, - beginning. with. the. community of we 


~ family. 


The nature, the quality, of the boot can either help 
us enormously in our endeavor or it can cripple us 
terribly, leaving us wounded and in need of even 
greater help. 


The Christian believes that each human being is a 
being of moral worth. Every child born of woman 
(and | would argue, every child struggling to be born 
within the womb of its mother) is such a being. 


BY A BEING of moral worth | mean a being who 
is the bearer of rights that need to be recognized and 
protected by others and by society; a being that is 
precious, valuable, and irreplaceable just because it 
is; a being who cannot and must not be considered 
simply as a part related to some larger whole. 
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Every person precisely in virtue of his or her 
humanity, is a being of this kind. A child, a 
newborn, is certainly this kind of being, as are its 
parents and all persons within the human 
community. ° : 


When we come into the world, we are not aware of 
ourselves as selves. | would like to illustrate this 
fact, and its significance, by calling attention to 
so-called feral or ‘‘wolf’’ children, that is, children 
who have been abandoned or lost at a very early age 
and who have been ‘‘adopted’’ by such animals as 

_wolves or bears. 


THESE CHILDREN are indubitably human 
beings, members of the human species, and as such 
beings of moral worth, loved with a-surpassing love 

’ by the Father of us all. But when they have been 
rediscovered by the human community, they have 
been found totally lacking in self-consciousness. 


They do not realize they are selves, subjects; they 
have no consciousness of themselves as enduring 
subjects of experience nor are they capable of 
entering into relations with others. They are not 
moral agents, for they are incapable of understand- 
ing the meaning of their actions and of freely and 
responsibly acting in accord with this understand- 
ing. 

Why? They have not been exposed to the process 
of enculturation or of humanization; they have not 
encountered in their experience beings who are 
aware of themselves as ‘‘selves.’’ They have 
accordingly not been able to develop interpersonal, 
intersubjective relationships and through these to 
recognize themselves, to understand that they are 
indeed ‘‘selves,’’ “subjects, “beings of moral 
worth.’’ They actually are beings of moral worth, but 
they simply do not recognize themselves for what 
they really are. 


WHAT THIS shows, | believe, is that our human 
personhood is a gift—a gift we receive from God, 
who has made us to be the kind of beings we are 

- precisely so there could be beings to whom He could 
communicate His own life and with whom He could 
share His friendship. 


But it is a gift that we receive proximately and 
immediately from other human beings, beginning 
with our parents. And think of the difference that it 
will make in the life of a child struggling to 
understand who he or she is, whether he or she 


comes into existence through an act expressing the | 


love his or her parents bear for one another, or 
through an act that is of a different kind altogether. 


For a human being to understand that he or she is 
a being of moral worth—and that all other human 
beings are of equal moral worth—help is needed. 
And if this help is not given, the growing child is 
wounded. 


HOW CAN A child come to learn that he—and all 
human beings—needs friendship, just treatment, 


self-discipline and an awareness of his obligation to 


develop the abilities he possesses in virtue of his 
humanity if there is no one to help him? Obviousiy 
the first ones from whom the child can learn his 
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needs and the proper way to meet them are his 
parents and the members of his own family. 


The moral life is a matter of growing in an 
understanding of what it means to be a human 
being. Our search for this meaning is ongoing, and 


-perhaps the last word on its meaning will never be 


uttered. We have much to learn. It takes a lifetime (I 
believe, even more) to find out fully what being 
human means. 


BUT A FIRST word about the meaning of our lives 


as beings of moral worth must be spoken, and this is 


the ‘‘word’’ spoken to the growing child by his 
family, in particular, his parents. 


Parents teach a child through their spoken words, 


~ but the most significant words they utter are those 


they address to him through their actions, deeds and 
the way they treat him and other family members. 


In our world today there are few places where we 
can learn that a human being is to be cherished, not 
for what he does, but for who he is. This lesson 
ought to be learned in the family first. If it is not, ‘if 
the parents’ ‘‘words”’ to their child are distorted, he 
may never learn this truth. 


NOTHING CAN take the place of the family in 
giving a child and the future generation of mankind 
a good start in life. The parents are, as the Church 
teaches, the principal educators of their children. 
This means that the parents are to awaken their 
children to the meaning of human life, to the deepest 
needs within their hearts. Those needs, clamor for 
fulfillment; if they are not met, only frustration and 
unhappiness will result. 


But for parents to educate their children they 
must first make themselves aware of who they are 
and who they are called to be. In the daily struggle to 
survive we can frequently forget this; thus the need 
for taking the care to question ourselves and for 
finding help. 

In searching for it, it is good to remember that the 
best friend we have is the loving God whose images 
we are, When everyone else fails us, He is there 
ready to give us the strength we need.

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‘Vatican ban on women priests stirs nationwide controversy 
Opposition includes Jesuit 


Pope and bishops respond 
to reaction from declaration

Apparently responding to American 
critics, Pope Paul said the Church was not 
sidelining women with its recently reaf- 
firmed ban on ordaining women priest (see 
pages 8 and 9). 

The Pope also charged that ‘‘certain 
excessive kinds of feminism’’ have made the 
issue more difficult to deal with. 


In his noontime talk Jan. 30, Pope Paul 
said: 


“IN A CHORUS of human voices there are 
tenors and sopranos. Within this difference 
and its harmony of artistic effects, there 

does not exist any preference for the one 
over the other, but rather an order, based on 
the persons which make up the chorus, and a 
beauty originating in the ontological wisdom 
of nature, or of the creator.”’ 


He praised ‘‘a healthy, religious feminism 
of today to which we give our respect and 
support,’’ but he asked women to 
understand that the Church ‘‘does not 
intend to sideline their precious ability to 
function within the complete plan of God’s 
kingdom as well. 


‘We restate to women our trust in their 
_ incomparable and indispensable collabora- 
tion,’’ the Pope said. 


RESPONDING directly to charges that the 
Vatican ban makes women unequal to men 
in the Church, Pope Paul replied that 
‘inequality of functions does not carry with 
it difference in dignity in the objective order 
of grace, nor a lower place in the hierarchy of 
charity and sanctity.” 


Greek Orthodox Archbishop Iakovos of 
North and South America issued a statement 
saying the Vatican document, ‘echoes what 
the universal Church believed and practiced 
for 20 centuries.”’

At a news conference the cardinal, who is 
chairman of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) Committee, on 
Doctrine, said ‘‘many in my own Church and 
some in other churches will be disap- 
pointed’’ by the Vatican Doctrinal Congrega- 
tion’s declaration. 


BUT, HE ADDED, ‘‘I hope they will see in 
the document an opportunity to reexamine 
their presuppositions.’’ Divine revelation 
‘calls us to go beyond our limited 
perspectives,’” he said. 


Sister Agnes Cunningham, a member of 
the Servants of the Holy Heart of Mary and 
associate professor of theology at St. Mary of 
the Lake Seminary, Mundelein, Ill.,. the 
Chicago archdiocesan seminary supported 
Cardinal Baum at the news conference. 


Sister Cunningham said she was not 
disappointed by the Doctrinal Congrega- 
tion’s conclusion. ‘‘I do not have a call to be 
a priest,”’ she said. ‘‘It’s all I can do to be a 
Religious.”’ 

Archbishop John R. Quinn of Oklahoma 
City said that release of the declaration 
‘through the Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith, points up the fact that this 

position is not merely a canonical or 
disciplinary one, but that it is a matter of 


belief and Church doctrine: ‘in fidelity to the 
example of the Lord.’ ”’ 
He continued: ‘“‘It is important to 


recognize that the truths of the faith cannot 
be deduced in rigorously logical argument 
form premise to conclusion. Nor can they be 
deduced merely by a scientific exegesis of 
biblical texts. It is the Holy Spirit who is the 
teacher of faith and who preserves the truth 
of the faith, guiding the Church’s teaching 
office.’’

Jesuit Father David Stanley, the only 
Canadian on the 19-member Pontifical 
Biblical Commission, has resigned that post 
to protest the Vatican’s reaffirmation of the 
ban on ordaining- women to the priesthood. 


Father Stanley, professor of New Testa- 
ment studies at the Toronto School of 
Theology, said: 


“| HAVE NO quarrel with the authority of 
Cardinal Séper, under whose aegis the 
document was put out, still less with that of 
the Pope. But I was on a commission which 
worked on the matter for a year. It was 
obvious once I read the declaration that 
nothing we did was used in the decree.”’ 

The Doctrinal Congregation ‘‘constructed 
their own biblical arguments which have 
nothing to do with what we presented,”’ said 
Father Stanley. 


The Jesuit questioned the afatmenuan 
of the Doctrinal Congregation. He called it 
“rather superficial, not particularly convinc- 
ing at all.” 


POINTING OUT that the declaration was 
not issued by the Pope but by a Vatican 
congregation, he said it is ‘‘at the lowest 
level of relation to the ordinary teaching of 
the Church.”’ 

Sister Helen Flaherty, a Sister of Charity 
who is vicar for religious women to the 
Denver archdiocese, said she was not 
discouraged by the Vatican document 
because its language ‘‘is much more low-key 
and it turned to such things that there have 
been injustices to women.”’ 

The ordination of women to the Catholic 
priesthood ‘‘would not work in America 
today,’’ Sister Flaherty said. ‘‘The laity is 
not ready for it. It would be a wrong step at 
the present time.” 

But, she added, ‘‘I think it is historically 
inevitable.”’

THE VATICAN DOCUMENT, ‘‘also 
offers one model of priesthood that is cultic 
and elitist,’’ the conference said. ‘‘The 
pastoral implication of priesthood is not 
referred to in the text. The cultic model does 
not ‘serve’ the Church, the people of God.”’ 


In a personal statement, Dolly Pomerleau, 
one of three coordinators of the Women’s 
Ordination Conference, called the Vatican 
declaration ‘‘intellectually dishonest.’’ 


BENEDICTINE Sister Joan Chittister, 
president of the Leadership Conference of 
Women Religious, cited as ‘‘positive 
values’ in the document its declaration of 
“the equality of baptized persons within the 
Church’’ and its acknowledgment of ‘‘the 
need to have women participate at all levels 
of Church activity, even within the Holy See 
itself.”

Pastor revolts 


"Well-grounded’ idea makes 
lowa Mass less shocking 


WAUKEE, Iowa (NC)—Parishioners have been 
getting a real charge out of receiving Holy Communion 
in St. Boniface church here and in St. John’s, Abel, but 
the pastor has put a stop to it. 


A combination of cold, dry weather and low humidity 
and warmth in the carpeted churches has created ideal 
conditions for building up static electricity. Many 
people received an electric shock if the pastor, Father 
John Clarke, touched them when giving out

WASHINGTON (NC) — 
The Office of Film and 
Broadcasting of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference has re- 
ported that nearly 40 per cent 
of all films released in 1976 
were found morally objec- 
tionable:

THE REPORT warned 
that the PG (parental guid- 
ance) category used in the 
ratings made by the Motion 
Picture Association of Amer- 
ica (MPAA) remains a ‘‘ma- 
jor area of concern.”’ 


The PG rating requires 
‘tan evaluation by the parent 
of the- child’s maturity 
against the content of the PG 
film in question,’’ the review 
said. 


‘*Clearly, such a judgment 
is impossible if the criteria 
for PG-rated films are either 
unknown or questionable,’’ it 
added. 

The report said that of 93 
PG-rated films reviewed and 
rated according to the Catho- 


- lic agency’s own system in 


1976, there were 14 for 
adults and adolescents, 54 
for adults, 4 for adults, with 
reservations, 19 objection- 
able and 2 condemned. 


“HENCE OUR conclusion 
that 1976 marked a further 
deterioration in the criteria 
applied to films placed in the 
PG category,’” it said.’ 


.The rationale for the 
Catholic  office’s ratings 
‘‘range from visuals of 
strong sexual and/or violent 
content through themes of 
either a morally complex or 
morally ambiguous nature 
that require mature judg- 
ment.”
